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Riverhead Town 
Plans $20 Million 
Purchase of Peconic 
Bay Medical Center 
Property

| acelin: Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar has 
nnounced plans for a $20 million purchase of 
the Peconic Bay Medical Center Foundation’s Rob- 
ert Entenmann Campus and to relocate Town Hall 
to the downtown Riverhead property. 

The move to 4 West Second Street will solve a 
myriad of problems that have plagued the town 
for the better part of two decades. It will consoli- 
date Town Hall, currently spread out across four 
properties, while also freeing up room in the cur- 
rent main Town Hall building on Howell Avenue 
for the Riverhead Town Justice Court, which has 
long been criticized for cramped, unsafe quarters, 
including staff working out of portable trailers. 

The acquisition will also place the Town Hall in 
a central location, just two blocks from downtown, 
to Riverhead’s overall revitalization plan, accord- 
ing to Aguiar. It was, she says, “perfect timing and 
location for Town Hall to move, the Town Square 
development and the transit-oriented housing 
development.” 

The supervisor also adds that she recently be- 
came aware that the Robert Entenmann Campus 
was being eyed by two developers for apartment 
buildings, as the hospital plans its move to the 
former Bishop McGann-Mercy High School prop- 
erty next to the Peconic Bay Medical Center on 
Route 58. 

“We felt it was more appropriate to put the Town 
Hall there to help support the Town Square and 
develop the transient-oriented housing area,” Agu- 
iar says of the Robert Entenmann Campus. 

This week, the supervisor signed a letter of in- 
tent to buy the 4.2-acre property at 4, 5 and 6 West 
Second Street and 214 Griffing Avenue, which of- 
fers four structures, including a 36,000-square- 
foot, three-story building currently being used for 
the hospital’s executive offices. That building is in 
move-in-ready condition featuring modern, corpo- 
rate offices and a downstairs kitchen. 

In addition to the main building and the Peoilis Ss 
United Bank building, the complex includes a two- 
story annex building to the west, which could be 
leased out, as well as a house with historical value, 
which Aguiar is hoping to restore and make the 
town historian’s building. There are also 300 park- 
ing spaces. 

A contract is currently being developed for the 
sale, but she believes the town could close in as 
early as three months. The sale will include a half- 
million-dollar generator, as well as some office 
furniture, the supervisor says. With supply chain

costs, building a new building elsewhere could 
have cost much more. 

Riverhead Town will seek a $20 million bond to 
cover the cost, which is subject to a permissive ref- 
erendum, meaning residents can push for a public 
vote on the issue if they submit a petition challeng- 
ing the sale. 

“However, the cost will be minimal, if not net 
zero to the taxpayers,” Aguiar explains. The town 
stands to collect an annual rent of $200,000 from 
People’s United Bank at 6 West Second Street, 
which leases one of the four buildings.

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DiCaprio Weighs 
in on PSEG’s 
Long Pond 
Greenbelt Plan

ast End environmentalists fighting PSEG 
Long Island’s plan to run underground 
wires through a Sag Harbor nature preserve 
recently had their opposition amplified by 


Oscar-winning actor and Hamptons regular 


Leonardo DiCaprio. 

The utility company wants to build the 5.2- 
mile cable parallel to existing overhead power 
cables in a right of way that cuts through the 
Long Pond Greenbelt, a collection of coastal 
plain ponds and wetlands that are home to 
endangered species such as the tiger sala- 


mander. Critics say the project has the poten- - 


tial to significantly disturb natural habitats 
and negatively impact protected species in 
the greenbelt, which is designated a “critical 
environmental area” — and the Once Upon a 
Time in Hollywood star agreed. 

“Climate change and nature destruction 
affects us all,” DiCaprio posted on his social 
media accounts last month with a link to the 
Friends of the Long Pond Greenbelt’s peti- 
tion on change.org urging the utility to use an 
alternative that doesn’t impact the preserve. 
“Sharing this story kicks off a series of high- 
lighting events and issues at the local level, 
in hopes that it inspires action to #savethe- 
planet in our own neighborhoods.” 

DiCaprio’s post quoted New York State As- 
semblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Harbor), who 
also opposes the plan. 

“Tt is an area that lends itself not only to the 


appreciation of nature but recreation. It is one 


of a kind, and it can’t be replaced.” said Thiele. 
“Literally tens of millions of dollars have been 
spent in public money to protect the resource 
that is the Long Pond Greenbelt.”

Epstein Accountant 
With Water Mill 
Home Accused of

5 be East End home-owning accountant who serves 
as co-executor of convicted pedophile and alleged 
sex trafficker Jeffrey Epstein’s $634 million estate has 


_ been accused of hiding $13 million from investigators. 


Richard Kahn, an accountant who owns a home in 
Water Mill and who shares responsibility with Glen 
Cove native attorney Darren Indyke in managing Ep- 
stein’s estate, could be the beneficiaries of the missing 
money, Denise George, attorney general for the U.S. 
Virgin Islands — where Epstein’s so-called Pedophile 
Island is located — reportedly alleged in court docu- 
ments. 

“The government discovered that substantial funds 
kept secret from the government were transferred for 
the benefit of the coexecutors in an apparent effort to 
enrich themselves and shelter these assets from recov- 
ery,’ the court documents state, according to The New 
York Times. 

The wire transfer in question came from Epstein’s 
account and went to one of his shell corporations 
known as the Butterfly Trust in April 2020, the news- 
paper reported. That’s about a year after authorities 
said the 66-year-old registered sex offender died by 
suicide in a Manhattan jail cell while awaiting trial on 
federal sex trafficking charges. 

Gordon Rhea, an attorney for Kahn and Indyke, de- 
nied the latest allegations against the duo.

“The Attorney General's claim that Messrs. Indyke 
and Kahn received $13 million from that trust is pa- 
tently untrue, and her suggestion that the Estate has 
sought to shield its own assets from claims is equally 
fallacious, as the Estate has been paying all of its legit- 
imate and approved creditors,” Rhea told The Virgin 
Islands Daily News. ‘ 

George’s office in 2021 accused Kahn and Indyke of 
being “indispensable captains” in Epstein’s alleged in- 
ternational sex trafficking ring, claiming they “know- 
ingly facilitated” at least three “forced” marriages for 
Epstein’s victims to secure their immigration status 
“so that they could continue to be available to Epstein 
for his abuse.” Their attorneys also denied those alle- 
gations. 


Town Targets 
Montauk 
Restaurants for 
Overcrowding

& ioe Town of East Hampton is poised to file injunc- 
tions against a pair of Montauk restaurants for 
alleged overcrowding but has yet to follow through on 
its threat to take the eateries to court. The town board 
passed a resolution at its July 21 meeting authorizing 
the town attorney to file injunctions against Sel Rrose 
and TT’s, whose representatives balked at the move, ar- 
guing that town inspectors had not cited the establish- 
ments. The town attorney's office had not filed suit in 
Suffolk County court as of August 2, and a town source 
said the office backed off when the restaurants were 
found to be in compliance after that meeting. 


“Lives are at stake,” East Hampton Town Supervisor 
Peter Van Scoyoc said during the meeting, noting that 
overcrowded businesses can incur mass casualties if a 
fire breaks out. 

Town officials said they would take the unusual step 
because it can be weeks between someone being sum- 
monsed and facing a judge in East Hampton Town Jus- 
tice Court — and by that time, the problem can continue 
until peak summer tourism season crowds are gone. 

Sel Rrose’s attorney Brian Matthews, owner Kristin 
Vincent, and its chefs were all shocked by the move. 

“The fire marshal has been in there and he’s con- 
gratulated us on how well we're doing,” Vincent told the 
town board, countering that the staff strives to work 
with the town to ensure compliance. 

The move against the two restaurants was widely 
viewed as unusual. It comes after the New York State 
Liquor Authority pulled the liquor license for the new 
Ruby’s Cafe at Ruschmeyers Hotel in Montauk in re- 
sponse to allegations of dancing at the bar, in violation 
of its licensing rules. 

“It’s like we are living in Footloose,” Britton Bistrian, 
an Amagansett-based land-use consultant, told the 
New York Post. “It’s laughable. Bars are getting shut 
down because people are dancing.”

Who Cleared 
the Traffic?

f you were here in the Hamptons 

on Wednesday and Thursday last 
week, you could not help but get 
caught up in the disruption caused by 
the arrival and, later, the departure, of 
a very important person who came out 
here for those two days.

The winner will face in the general 
election Suffolk Legislator Bridget 
Fleming (D-Noyac), the: Democratic 
nominee in the race who faces no pri- 
mary challengers. And the winner on 
Election Day will be the first new con- 
gressional representative for the East 
End in seven years. They will replace 
U.S. Rep. Lee Zeldin (R-Shirley), who 
has represented this East End district 
since.2015, is seeking higher office in- 
stead of re-election.

“Long Island needs a strong, bold 
representative to fill Lee Zeldin’s 
shoes,” LaLota said during a recent 
debate hosted by Dan’s Papers sister 
publication PoliticsNY.

(SALT) exemption that was called at 
$10,000 under the administration 
of former President Donald Trump, 
he believes if it’s reinstated, it should 
mandate local governments that drive 
property taxes to reduce spending and 
borrowing.

Guild Hall 

Guild Hall has a rich history in East 
Hampton that dates back to summer 
1931. The space was created with com- 


munity engagement in mind. The hall - 


encompasses a theater, museum and 
learning center all in one building. In 
1930, a woman named Mary Wood- 
house donated money and land to the 


development of Guild Hall to make one’ 


of the initial multi-purpose buildings 
in the country. Significant artists of all 
types have been involved with Guild 
Hall such as Bob Fosse, Jerome Rob- 
bins, Jackson Pollock, Edward Albee, 
Roy Lichtenstein, and many more. 
In 1946, Thornton Wilder even per- 
formed at Guild Hall in his own play, 
Our Town.In addition, shows like The 
Fantasticks and Love, Loss, and What I 
Wore became successful from running 
in the theater and moving to Broadway 
or Off-Broadway later on. Guild Hall 
graces the East End and its visitors with 
countless educational, performance 
and artistic opportunities. Currently, 
the building itself is temporarily closed 
for renovations, but there are still Guild 
Hall events at different local spots. 158

Suffolk Theater 

Suffolk Theater in Riverhead has ex- 
isted on Main Street since December 
of 1933. The theater was designed by 
R. Thomas Short who also was respon-

sible for the creation of 11 other movie 
theaters in New York at the time. The 
Suffolk acted as a community center 
and could be used for gatherings and 
different events. It was loved by the 


community and proved to be a very . 


popular spot. However, the theater was 
put on the market due to closure in 1987 
and remained empty until 1994 when 
Riverhead bought it. It stayed rather 
unused until 2005 when Dianne and 
Bob Castaldi took it over and remodeled 
it as a performing arts building. They 
engaged in renovations and reconstruc- 
tion, including adding a fresh marquee 
in 2011. The theater’s ribbon ceremony 
was in March 2013, when it was formal- 
ly reopened. The Suffolk enhances the 
town with a multi-purpose performing 
arts center. They now offer stand-up 
comedy, music events, tours, and more 
at this location which draws in all dif- 
ferent types of community members 
and visitors. This venue has way more 
than theater, so you can check out their 
other events on their website.

North Fork Community Theatre 

North Fork Community Theatre 
provides Mattituck and the rest of the 
North Fork with dramatic arts oppor- 
tunities. The idea of a theater came 
about in 1956 with a little ad about a 
meeting in the newspaper which had 
been placed by Jim and Doris MacCam- 
mond. There was interest in creating a 


theater in the area, so people showed up 


to the proposed spot. The group used 


a stage at the high school in Greenport 
because the teachers liked the idea of 
fundraisers. The first show ever put on 
was The Man Who Came to Dinner, and 
the presence of theater here attracted 
more visitors. After a few shows, the 
group moved to another stage in Orient 
which was much smaller. Then, a man 
named James Moreno attended a per- 


formance and offered his help to open — 


a professional location in Mattituck. 
The theater opened in 1961, and their 
first show was The Glass Menagerie. 
In 1971, children began to have access 
to performances here with the new 
program Youth on Stage. North Fork 
Community Theatre has excellent per- 
formances year-round.

Westhampton Beach Performing 
Arts Center has been home to a vast 
majority of performances since 1933. It 
_ was originally set to be a movie theater, 
but it was repurchased by United Art- 
ists and turned into a singular theater 
that showed movies. The theater was 
not financially successful in the ’90s, 
so it was set to be torn down. Resi- 
dents Len Conway, Lon Sabella and 
some others decided they wanted to 
purchase and rescue the movie theater. 
More than 50 people donated money 
for their eventual success in spring 
1997, when they purchased the spot for 
$300,000. This is when Westhampton 
Beach Performing Arts Center Inc. 
was born. The group was able to raise 
almost $3 million to renovate the space 
into a fully functioning live theater. 
They could then hire Robert Lorelli 
who has worked with Carnegie Hall to 
create the technical design portions of 
the theater like the lighting and sound 
systems. WHBPAC was able to open in 
summer 1998 after a year of updates. 
The center continues to showcase com- 
edy, musical, concerts and other events 
throughout each year to provide enter- 
tainment for a diverse demographic.

Lex Weill Talks Christina Quarles Art & Career 


LEX WEILL, OWNER OF LEX WEILL GALLERY AND “NIGHT 
FELL UPON US (UP ON US),” WITH ANOTHER PAINTING IN 
HIS GALLERY’S COLLECTION BY JOAN MITCHELL

his week’s cover art is the mesmerizing “Night 

Fell Upon Us (Up On Us)” by Christina Quar- 
les, sent to us by Lex Weill, owner of Lex Weill 
Gallery in Southampton. Here, he discusses seiz- 
ing the opportunity to purchase this painting, 
how it represents Quarles’ work as a whole and 
her promising career trajectory. 


What inspired you to purchase “Night 
Fell Upon Us (Up On Us)” by Christina 
Quarles? 

The concise answer as to why I purchased 
“Night Fell Upon Us (Up On Us)” by Christina 
Quarles is that the opportunity to acquire one of 
the most desirable works from a generational tal- 
ent only presents itself so often. Luckily, I have 
been familiar with her work for years, as I chose 
her for my emerging artist project in 2019 while 
obtaining my Master’s in Post-War and Con- 
temporary Art at Christie’s Education. It was as 
simple as her work catching my eye as something 
pure and totally unique. In addition to this, I have 
to like the artist beyond just admiring their work. 
Some dealers/collectors can separate the artist 
from their work, but I personally can’t. I collect 
artists whose personal brand and values align 
with mine — possibly someone I can see myself as 
being friends with. 

As opposed to prime examples of a Francis Ba- 
con, Ed Ruscha or Warhol — all artists with whom

the present work shared the physical stage with 
during Sotheby’s flagship evening sales, Quarles’ 
public market is in its nascent stage. One could 
say her auction history has been sparse, even 
close to non-existent, prior to the sale of this 
work. For this reason, the general art-buying 
public would have had a hard time precisely iden- 
tifying the importance of both the artist and this 
work within her acclaimed practice. However, for 
people inside the industry — dealers, advisors 


and museum curators alike — Quarles has been ~ 


highly exalted as one of the most groundbreaking 
and deeply engaging artists of our time. 

Her accolades more than qualify this reputation 
garnered within the industry and more impor- 
tantly, among her peers. Quarles’ work has been 


included in The Milk of Dreams, a Cecilia Ale- 
mani curated exhibition at the Central Pavillion. 


of the 2022 Venice Biennale. Her paintings ‘are 
also featured in some of the most acclaimed pub- 
lic collections including The Tate Modern in Lon- 
don, Solomon R. Guggenheim’ Museum in New 
York, Museum of Contemporary Art in Los An- 
geles, Centre Pompidou in Paris, and Hirshhorn 
Museum & Sculpture Garden in Washington, D.C. 
Quarles was also the focal point of a critically ac- 
claimed exhibition at the Museum of Contempo- 
rary Art in Chicago in 2021 and has joined Hauser 
& Wirth’s artist roster recently. 


What makes this piece an ideal choice for 
Dan’s Papers cover art? 

Dan’s Papers has a long tradition of having 
captivating artwork on its covers. Usually, these 
covers have featured local talent specific to the 
Hamptons and East End territories, and are high- 
ly representational of these locales in the work it- 
self. As the Hamptons have continued to develop 
into a more international scene, Dan’s Papers 
continues to expand its readership to a broader 
demographic that includes distribution in met- 
ropolitan areas such as downtown New York. For 


this reason, I thought it would be appropriate to . 


feature an artist of international acclaim on the 
cover, Someone who is really capturing the times 
and current moment— what it means to be a per- 
son in the here and now. In my opinion, Christina 
Quarles is one of the most innovative and totally 
unique artists on the global landscape. As Lex 
Weill Gallery’s and Dan’s Papers’ individual foot- 
prints continue to broaden, I couldn’t think of a 
better piece to encapsulate both brands’ trajecto- 
ries in a visual medium. 


How is this painting representative of 
Quarles’ style and work as a whole? 

This work is an archetypal example of Christina 
Quarles’ oeuvre, in that it epitomizes the aggre- 
gate core pillars that make up her body of work. 
Some of these principal foundations include un- 
orthodox depictions of the human body that ex-

plore de-racializing the human form, the indefin- 
able multiplicity of identity and, lastly, the beauty 
of ambiguity. Quarles elaborates, “Throughout 
my paintings, there are perspectival planes that 
both situate and fragment the bodies they bisect 
— location becomes dislocation. Fixed categories 
of identity can be used to marginalize, but para- 
doxically, can be used by the marginalized to gain 
visibility and political power. This paradox is the 
central focus of my practice.” (Christina Quar- 
les’ artist statement, christinaquarles.com) This 
paradox becomes even more evident when Quar- 
les talks about her practice in relation to portrai- 
ture: “I’ll often say that these are portraits, but 
they aren’t portraits of looking at a body — they’re 
portraits of living within your own body. So much 
of my work is about moments of intimacy when 
you can actually exist in all your contradictions 
and complications.” (Christina Quarles quoted in 
Claire Voon’s “Christina Quarles Paints the Com- 
plicated, Intimate Moments When We Feel like 
Ourselves,” artsy.net). 


How do you foresee Quarles’ career tra- 
jectory moving forward? 

Christina Quarles’ style is totally unprecedent- 
ed and unique — she has every angle down both 
technically and conceptually. I have every reason 
to believe that she will continue this vertical tra- 
jectory and enjoy her rightful place among the 
most innovative and interesting artists of our 
time. For this reason, “Night Fell Upon Us (Up 
On Us)” was purchased as a legacy piece for my 
own private collection and will hopefully be in my 
family for generations.

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The Show Must Go On: 
Hamptons Dance 
Project Returns 
to Springs

cn Dance Project IV, alive event that’s part 
of Guild Hall's offsite summer programming, is 
set to make its exciting return to the Fireplace Farm 
in Springs August 12-14. This year’s performances 
will be quite unlike previous iterations due, in part, to 
Jose Sebastian, artistic director of Hamptons Dance 
Project (HDP), getting creative in response to a major 
shakeup to his company of dancers. 

Building off the roster of the successful Hamptons 
Dance Project III, Sebastian envisioned the 2022 
performances spotlighting about a half dozen male 
dancers and the same number of female dancers 
from American Ballet Theatre (ABT) — a more bal- 
anced company compared to some past man-focused 
performances. 

“When selecting dancers, for me personally, it’s 
really about energy and the way that my friends and 
dancers synergistically work together,’ Sebastian 
says. 

Plans quickly changed when four of his male danc- 
ers had to bow out due to scheduling conflicts or 
injuries, leaving Sebastian with six female dancers 
— Skylar Brandt, Catherine Hurlin, Isadora Loyola, 
Ingrid Thoms, Sierra Armstrong and HDP newcomer 
Lauren Bonfiglio, — himself and Michael de la Nuez. 

“Tve always admired the group of people that Jose 
brings together,” Bonfiglio says. “He brings the cream 
of the crop together, so to be a part of it this year is an 
honor. And aside from that, the repertoire that Jose 
curates and the choreographers that he has come in 
are so unlike the work that a lot of us get to dance at 
ABT.” 

With a drastically different company than was 
planned, Sebastian seized the opportunity to curate a 
unique choreography program to match — with pop, 
hip-hop, jazz and classical music, and an emphasis on 
female dancers. He invited choreographer Houston 
Thomas to create a “fun, spicy piece” for four women,

which. will make its world premiere alongside a new 
piece by Luke Hickey at Hamptons Dance Project IV: 
The three-day event also features pieces by Adriana 
Pierce, Jorma Elo, Christopher Wheeldon and Justin 
Peck, 

The upcoming performance of Peck’s ballet 
“Chutes and Ladders” can be considered a coming- 
full-circle moment since Hamptons Dance Project 
first explored it during their William P. Rayner Resi- 
dency with Guild Hall earlier this year. While the pas 
de deux (dance duet) was to originally be performed 


‘by ABT dancers Tyler Maloney and Bonfiglio, due to 


Maloney’s unfortunate injury, Sebastian stepped in 
to learn to piece in time for its August debut. 

“Tt’s been a great learning experience. In three days 
I think I learned the whole 10-minute pas de deux, 
and I thought my brain was going to explode,” Sebas- 
tian says of Peck’s piece. 

“I had never danced anything by Justin Peck be- 
fore, and everything goes against my initial instinct. 
It’s that constant process,” Bonfiglio adds. “When you 
do a pas de deux, there’s a lot more that goes into the 
partnership, and I’ve never done a pas de deux before 
— ever, I don’t think — so it’s definitely challenging in 
how I’m approaching each step in terms of my rela- 
tionship to it.” 

Sebastian notes how amazing it was that the Guild 
Hall residency gave Hamptons Dance Project an ear- 
ly start on rehearsing in the Hamptons ahead of the 
annual show, especially for Bonfiglio who had never 
experienced the area or performed in an HDP event. 

“There’s a lot of growth in a short period of time be- 
cause you're being pushed totally out of your comfort 
zone, but it’s in a safe place,” Bonfiglio says, adding 
that Sebastian has been a supportive coach to her and 
the other dancers. “It feels good to know that there’s 
someone who's there for you and has this Hamptons 
outlet to provide a lot mentally, physically and emo- 
tionally.” 

Sebastian credits much of his wisdom in coach- 
ing HDP dancers to his lifelong personal mentor, 
Olga Kostritzky, who Pat Sebastian, Jose Sebastian’s 
mother and partner in HDP, describes as “the wind 


beneath a lot of the wings of the dancers.” It’s abun- 
dantly clear that Kostritzky instilled a passion for 
mentorship in Sebastian. 

“T partly created this with the focus of it Deluaes op- 
portunity, but the second focus being nurturing and 
growing,” he says. “ABT is 100 dancers, and you can 
imagine how hard it is with such little staff to nurture 
and help the dancers grow. So I’m trying to provide 
this extra outlet for them and help them grow as art- 
ists, as well as human beings.” 

“ About opportunity — I see it,” adds Pat. “I see 
that he’s provided it. He’s provided it for dancers, 
provided it for choreographers, provided it for audi- 
ences, and the reception that we get from the Hamp- 
tons makes me almost cry.” 

Like the third iteration of HDP, Hamptons Dance 
Project IV will take place on an outdoor stage at the 
Fireplace Lodge, a bucolic 20-acre farm overlooking 
Gardiner’s Bay. The 2022 program may be different 
from last year’s event, but Sebastian hopes to capture 
the same natural magic that made last year a success. 

“The environment just elevated what we were al- 
ready doing. The property does have this magical 
atmosphere to it, and any time people go on it, they’re 
taken to this other world,” he says. “I’m crossing my 
fingers for another successful season — we’ve had 
three so far — and I’m really looking forward to hav- 
ing another one, keeping this going, growing, devel- 
oping and evolving.” 

If one were to ask Kostritzky, world-recognized 
ballet teacher and recipient of the Senate State of 
New York Award, there's no need to cross fingers to 
guarantee Hamptons Dance Project IV is a success. 

“We are going to succeed,” she says. “We can’t go 
wrong, I think. I hope people are going to love it.” 


Hamptons Dance Project IV takes place Friday, 
August 12 through Sunday, August 14 at 6 p.m., 
with one rain date schedule for Monday, August 15. 
Tickets range from $125 general admission (BYO 
seating) to $200 for VIP preferred seating and a 
pre-show cocktail party, and tcc re available at 
guildhall.org. 
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Abby Modell’s New ‘Galaxy Collection’ 


Takes Viewers on a Celestial Journey

bby Modell is debuting her newest solo exhibi- 
ion, Galaxy Collection, August 11-14 at Art 
Market Hamptons in Bridgehampton. The Galaxy 
Collection gives viewers a glittering experience with 
three-dimensional wall art and large sculptural ob- 
jects. Formations of gleaming, swirling stars are re- 
structured through a unique focus on refracted light 
and modern forms. 

Modell is a well-known and acclaimed glass artist 
who works in New York City to create her thought- 
provoking, extraordinary pieces. She has been cre- 
ating beautiful hand-blown glass since 2008. With- 
in her featured Galaxy Collection, the artist merges 
design, color, shape, texture and light together to 
express the complexity and beauty of the universe. 

She often looks outside an earthly lens and show- 


cases her curiosity about entities beyond the Earth 


within her work. Her featured work, “LightWave 
Waterfall,” for instance, was inspired by the possi- 
bility of waterfalls on other planets. This question 
was displayed artistically through a 11’ x 7’ ombré 
glass assemblage, which is a combination of fire- 
polished mirror, Swarovski crystal and glass panels 
in saturated pastel colors of cosmic watercolor hues, 
with tidal waves cascading down a glass canvas.

Boat Race Sets Off August 13° 


2017 RIVERHEAD CARDBOARD BOAT RACE

i annual carnival of crazy crafts, daring-do, and 
even some athleticism returns when the River- 
head Cardboard Boat Races commence on the Peconic 
Riverfront in Downtown Riverhead next Saturday, 
August 13 (rain date August 20). Registration is open 
through this Sunday August 7, but one doesn’t have to 
participate to have a great time at this wild event. 

Luck may not be with our local paddlers this year, 
as 2022 marks the 13th annual race (2020 was can- 
celed due to COVID) which is on the 13th day of Au- 
gust. But boaters and spectators alike can hope the 
cardboard and duct tape watercraft remain seaworthy 
as their captains row for glory in various categories, 
including the always raucous Supervisor's Race, pit- 
ting the Southampton and Riverhead town supervi- 
sors against each other in a contest for town pride and 
bragging rights. 

Before getting into all that, the rules are simple — 
but definitely require careful consideration if boaters 
want to be cleared for competition. 


CARDBOARD BOAT RACE RULES 

Boat construction is key, because anyone breaking 
the rules set by event officials will be disqualified be- 
fore getting a chance to enter the water: 

The event is called a Cardboard Boat Race for a 
reason! Boats must be no longer than 33 feet and con- 
structed using corrugated cardboard only — no wax- 
covered cardboard and no weather-sealed cardboard. 
And absolutely NO SONIC TUBES, aka Sonotubes 
(the heavy-duty cardboard tubes used for molding 
concrete pylons and other cylindrical concrete forms). 
Wood, metal and wax are all forbidden materials. 

The next key ingredient to any seaworthy, and legal, 
cardboard boat is duct tape, which is vital for protect- 
ing the cardboard vessel from becoming waterlogged. 
Choose any color duct tape, the brighter and more fun, 
the better. 
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Boat builders may use water-based glue only, such 


as Elmer's white glue or wood glue. Absolutely no ep- 


oxy or two-part glues will be permitted. And the event 
officials will check. Any paint must also be water- 


based, latex paint. No epoxy paints or varnishes will 


be allowed. - : 
Each occupant of any watercraft will be allowed one 


‘single-sided paddle of any material — no double-end- 


ed paddles (as seen in kayaks) are permitted. Boats 
cannot have any sort of mechanical propulsion, this is 
all about man- and woman-power! ° 

Finally, the fun part, all boats must have a name. 
They may be painted and lettered, and props and 
decorations are permitted and encouraged as long 
as these accoutrements do not add to the stability or 
buoyancy of the craft — this will be determined at the 
discretion of the almighty event officials, who have the 
final say in all matters. 

As the organizers put it, “Get crafty and start pad- 
dling!” 

Follow the rules using cardboard and duct tape, and 
see how far your boat can make it down the Peconic 
River. And remember, if every boat were perfectly sea- 
worthy, the race wouldn’t be nearly as fun. Folks come 
to see participants flail about, tip over and sink, but 
they also come to watch the craftiest and best card- 
board engineers and captains prevail against all odds. 


CARDBOARD BOAT RACE CATEGORIES 

Participants can register online for three primary 
race categories on Saturday, including the Youth Re- 
gatta (all crew ages 12 and younger), Grand National 
Regatta (all crew must be over 12), and Yacht Club 
Regatta (all-ages allowed onboard). An Outlaw Divi- 
sion, which does not require prior registration, follows 
where all surviving crafts may compete in a second 
race to see who can stay afloat in one more heat. 

And of course, the Supervisor’s Race — where 
Southampton Town Supervisor Jay Schneiderman 
will face Riverhead Supervisor Yvette Aguiar (or a

champion sent in her stead, as was the case in 2021) — 
begins the festivities at 11 a.m. te 

Schneiderman, who won last year after sharing the 
2019 title in a tie with previous Riverhead Supervisor 
Laura Jens-Smith, says he never received his 2021 
trophy, so he’s eager to get it back to its rightful home 
in Southampton this year. “I haven’t seen the trophy, 
but it’s somewhere in Riverhead,” he said this week, 
noting that he had “this big plan to build a new boat” 
this year, which probably won't come to fruition. “I 
have a garage full of cardboard, but I haven't built that 
boat, so I'll probably just use the boat I’ve used for the 
last two years,” Schneiderman explained, adding, “It’s 
done well.” 

Despite his winning effort last summer, and always 
having “a blast” racing, Schneiderman said, “The 
crowd tends to be biased toward Riverhead,” so it 
would be good to see more supporters come up from 
Southampton. “Sometimes I feel like the crowd isn’t 
with me,” Schneiderman laughed. “I still have fun, 
and it’s really non-competetive. I get along really well 
with the Riverhead town supervisor,” he continued, 
acknowledging that it’s all in good fun, even if he ends 
up competing against another Aguiar replacement. — 

After all races conclude, and the winners are an- 
nounced, special prizes will be handed out in a va- 
riety of additional boat building and performance 
award categories, such as Best Spirit, Titanic Sinking, 
People’s Choice; Best Constructed (No Tubes), Com- 
mander’s Choice, Best Captain, and Most Creative.

rt has always been representa-

Started in 2015, Icons on Ammuni- 
tion Boxes, by husband and wife Olex- 
ander Klimenko and Sonia Atlantova 
offer a current take on historical reli- 
gious icons. These wooden ammunition 


boxes are salvaged from the battlefields. 


by soldiers and medical volunteers and 
brought to the artists’ studio. This se- 
ries of paintings have been on display in 
the European Parliament in Brussels, 
St. Sophia Cathedral in Kyiv, and many 
other cities across Europe. And now 
they're coming to New York. 

Thirteen of these boxes are cur- 
rently up for auction with 100% of the 
proceeds going to Pirogov First Vol- 
unteer Mobile Hospital. The hospital 
is a volunteer-based, non-government 
entity but has support from the minis- 
try of defense and ministry of health. 
Klimenko and Atlantova have raised 
more than $450,000 for the hospital 
since 2015, after the first Russian inva- 
sion of Crimea. 

“The main idea is this idea of trans- 
formation of death into life and cre- 
ating the new idea, the new culture, 
and the fight for freedom,” says Taty- 
ana Okshteyn, a Southampton resident 
who is the creator and curator of the 
auction. 

Since Russia invaded Ukraine in 
February, the breadbasket of Europe 
has taken center stage in international 


news. Okshteyn knew she had to help. 
She immigrated to New York from 
Ukraine in 1980 with her late husband, 
also an artist. Okshteyn owned a gal- 
lery in Brooklyn for almost two de- 
cades before moving to the East End. 
She knew auctioning Klimenko and 
Atlantova’s work would not only show 
off their artistic ability but also show- 
case the importance of art during a 
time of war. 

On the auction site, after clicking 
on a painting, bidders see the artist's 
description of why a certain saint was 
used, what the imagery represents, 
and the relevance of it all. 

One painting, titled “Guardian An- 
gel,” is described on the auction site as 
“both a symbol of life overcoming pain 
and horrors of war, and a dream of 
how Ukraine will recover and flourish 
when the war will end.” Other imagery 
includes Madonna and child and Saint 


_George on horseback. 


“It’s not just a beautiful image,” Ok- 
shteyn says, “it’s a multilayered con- 
cept.” 

The Watermill Center in Water Mill 
has invited the artists for a residency, 
but due to Klimenko being a man of 
fighting age, he might not be allowed 
to leave the country. The main focus of 


the artists though is to raise money for. 


those fighting the Russian invasion. 
“Art has always been very impor- 
tant,” says Okshteyn, “it unites people 
to really help the fight. They're going 
through their fight for freedom.” 


Bidding is live until 7 p.m. on August 
25. The artwork will be on display at 
Jamesport Meeting House on that day 
from 5 to 7 p.m. See the art and place a 
bid at app.galabid.com/icons.

Rich Reds from 
Pindar Vineyards

_ you just want a deep, dark, delicious 
red. Not a light-bodied, lyrical red wine. A bold, 
full-bodied red, layered with flavors, and silky tan- 
nins that can smooth out the rough edges of a chal- 
lenging day, or week, or month, or year. 

A wine buyer's first impulse would probably not be 
to check out the Long Island wine section in their lo- 
cal wine store. And it almost definitely wouldn't be 
to look for a Pindar wine. And they'd be wrong. Very 
wrong. ; 

Pindar is one of Long Island’s most iconic vineyards 
with wine lovers of all ages flocking there for their 
vast selection of wines. The winery is well known 
for their fun, affordable, and often sweet-leaning, or 
semi-sweet, or semi-dry wines. But, down at the bot- 
tom of their tasting menu are two wines that should 
be at the top of any wine lover’s list, their 2019 Merlot 
Reserve and their 2019 Cabernet Sauvignon Reserve. 

Let’s start with the 2019 Merlot Reserve. This mer- 


lot is tempered with a small amount of three other 
noble grapes: 9.2% syrah, 1% cabernet sauvignon, 
0.2% malbec. These small additions truly allow the 
merlot at 89.6% to sing. Lush notes of berry,. spice 
and toast enhance this velvety wine. It can pair with 


steak, or a hearty Italian dish, but drinks beautifully: 


on its own. In fact, drank on its own, this truly is a 
soul soothing red. 

The next wine, Pindar’s 2019 Cabernet Sauvi- 
gnon Reserve, is an elegant, yet brawny expression 
of cabernet. This wine is 100% cabernet sauvignon 
full of both ripe and bright cherry, dark berry, and 
toasty vanilla flavors. Again, this is a wine that can 
be sipped on its own, but just slightly lighter than the 
merlot, still by no means light, it will pair wonderful- 
ly with steaks, barbecue, and hearty Italian dishes. 
Want to elevate a meal as simple as pizza? Enjoy it 
with a bottle of 2019 Cabernet Sauvignon Reserve. 

Both the 2019 Merlot Reserve and the 2019 Cab- 
ernet Sauvignon Reserve retail for $35, and both are 
well worth it.

Orange Wine 
is the New Rose 


By: Six Corners Fine Wines & Spirits 


You may have seen it on a wine list 
or two. A bottle might have caught 
your eye while you were shopping 
at your local wine store. You could 
have even glimpsed it in a glass 
- with its bright orange, amber, gold- 
en color; and thought to yourself, 
what in the world is that?! Well, it’s 
orange wine and it has become all 
the rage. So, let’s start off simple 
and explain what orange wine is. 


Orange wine actually has nothing 
to do with the fruit. The term, “Or- 
» ange Wine,” was initially coined bya 
British wine importer by the name of 
David A. Harvey who was referring to 
white wines made with skin-contact. 


Red wines are made with the most 
skin-contact giving them the deep- 


est richest colors. Roses are made. 


with some skin-contact giving them 
that quintessential rosy hue. White 
wines are made with no skin-con- 


tact leaving them absent of color. : 


Orange wines are made from mac- 
erated white grapes, that have been 
exposed to grape-skins and seeds 
for a shorter period of time. The 
more time spent on the skins, the 
more opulent the color. 


The process for making Orange wine 
can also differ slightly. Typically, Or- 
ange wines are made in two types 
of vessels; ceramic or cement as 
opposed to wood or stainless steel. 
There is also limited to no interven- 
tion during the winemaking process. 
Limiting additives will force the wine 
to undergo oxidation, which results 
in a nutty and almost sour aroma, 
similar to that of a fruity IPA. Howev- 
er, keep in mind that not all Orange 
wines are created equally, or with the 
same grapes even so each one will 
be very different. : 


In Italy, they call Pinot Grigio made 


with some skin-contact, “Rama- 
to.” This literally translates to the 
word, “auburn.” Other grapes used 
to make Orange wine in this region 
include Friulano and Ribolla Gialla. 
Each grape willimpart a different fla- 
vor on the wine, as well as, the time 
spent on the skins. This method was 
popularized in 1997 by vigneron, Jos- 
ko Gravner, but the method has been 
used for thousands of years. 


In fact, Archeologists recently dis- 
covered that Orange wine was be- 
ing made as early as 6,000 BCE inthe 
south Caucasus mountains of Geor- 
gia. The earliest winemakers would 
use Qveri, or clay amphora lined 
with beeswax, and buried them un- 
derground to keep the temperature 
regulated. Today this method is still 
used in Georgia to make these se- 
ductive spectral colored wines. Oth- 
er regions know for great Orange 
wines include: Slovenia, France and 
even here on Long Island at Chan- 
ning Daughters or Shinn Estate! 


As for pairing food with Orange 
wines, that’s where it starts to get 
tricky. Since Orange wines can be 
made with all different grapes, it is 
hard to nail down one specific flavor. 
Also, the aging process will also im- 
part different tastes. A general rule 
that we like to use is that Orange 
wines pair best with foods that are 
just as big and bold, such as Ethiopi- 
an, Indian and Japanese cuisines. 


Now that you have the facts, we 
hope you'll head to your local wine 
shop and give one a try! Orange ‘ya 
glad that we have shed some light 
on this burgeoning category?

| oem chef Cédric Vongerichten will be bring- 
ing his talent and impressive selection of sea- 
food from Manhattan to The Hamptons when his 
restaurant, Wayan, participates in Dan’s Bubbles at 
The Muses in Southampton on August 6.

SCHNEIDER’S STORY 

As far back as I can remember I always wanted to 
be a lifeguard. 

I remember Jones Beach in 1964. I was four. The 
lifeguards had white stuff on their noses. Navy blue 
swimsuits with the gold seal. They smelled of sweat 
and Coppertone. They sat up there on their stands, 
high above'the packed sardines baking in the August 
sun. Scanning, observing. Suddenly their red whistles 
blared, and all eyes were on them. They jumped down, 
dove into the sea, and saved a life. No biggie. They did 
this all day long. They ruled the beach. Tney were the 
good guys. 

It took me 45 years — during which time I'd worked 
as a corporate lawyer, got divorced, and escaped a cult 
— until I finally achieved my dream of being a life- 
guard. But the process and experience were strange 
and baffling. 

It was 2014 and I was 54, living near the beach on 
the East End of Long Island. Tom and Bill, two guys 
about my age, approached me after a beach swim. 
They said they were part of the “Crew,” about 60 life- 
guards who responded to water emergency calls. They 
seemed like good guys. 

Tom and Bill taught me some lifeguard rescues. 
Then they took me to the Crew’s clubhouse, an old ga- 
rage tucked in the dunes. There, Cranky Paul — the 
83-old head of the Crew — swore.me in. The Crew 
clapped. We ate hot sausages, red peppers, and yel- 
low onions, and drank cold beer. They gave me a red 
whistle, a pager, and a tube of zinc oxide. I was in. - 


Tom and Bill ran the Crew’s monthly meetings. We. 


recited the pledge of allegiance. We bowed our heads 
in memory of Tom’s best friend. Minutes were read, 
new business discussed — the fundraisers, the articles 
in the local papers, and awards to the guard of the 
month. The meetings were largely ceremonial, and, 
oddly, there was little talk about lifeguarding. And, in 
the few years I was in the group, we had only a few 
drills. Run by a former Navy sailor, his idea of train- 
ing was to tell us: “You're all weak and worthless and 
make me sick.” But he did have a point — I discovered 
that most of the guards couldn’t swim very well. 

The whole thing was peculiar. I was puzzled when 
Tom asked me one day whether I ever did “hostile take-

overs?” I had. He explained: there was another rescue 
group out there, “The Surf Rescue Team,” which had 
about three members. He said that they were better at 
fund-raising and getting publicity. They were “moving 
into our turf.” He wanted to know how we could “take 
them over.” A takeover of a rescue group? This made 
no sense. Why would we want less guards saving lives? 

Around this time, another Crew member, Ivan, told 
me he'd come up with a smartphone app that could 
alert all of the hundreds of local lifeguards — not just 
the 60 Crew members — of a water rescue in progress. 
Our Town had over a hundred miles of unprotected 


_ beaches and since every second counted and it wasn’t 


possible for the Crew alone to get to all the beaches 
quick enough, this would make the beaches safer. 
Ivan said Cranky Paul hated the idea, bellowing that 
the Crew “owned the beaches.” Cranky Paul had per- 
suaded the Town not to allow anyone but the Crew to 
get alerts of water rescues. 

This was all crazy to me and Ivan: It ak like 
a mobster tactic. So, Ivan and I quietly rolled out our 


app. 


When Cranky Paul got wind of HELP, however, 
things quickly got out of hand. Tom called mea traitor. 
A traitor? Cranky Paul almost ran me over with his 
pick-up truck in the parking lot. Then another Crew 
member who was a police officer threatened to arrest 
me. The following week, Tom called me to say I'd been 
voted out of the Crew for insubordination. 

_And so ended my short-lived tenure with the Crew. 
I turned in my pager, but py the red whistle and the 
zinc oxide.

Coming soon! 
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Testing the Waters of eFoiling With Hamptons Lift Foils

iving near the water, many of us 

jhave probably seen what appears 
to be a surfer floating over the tide 
at the tip of a pole — this foil surfing, 
or foiling, is often considered a more 
challenging cousin to traditional surf- 
ing intended for thrill-seekers who 
don’t want to wait around for a big 
enough wave to surf the traditional 
way. Then came eFoiling, which in- 
troduced a motor and wireless accel- 
erator that negate the need for wind, 
waves or actual foiling to make the 
whole experience more _ accessible. 
When the company that created efoil- 
ing reached out about a demo to show 
off how the technology in action, this 
reporter strapped his brother Daniel 
Taylor, a surfing and electric skate- 
boarding enthusiast, into a life vest 
and headed with him to Noyac. 

The company, Lift Foils, is a family- 
run operation based in Puerto Rico 
that was founded by engineer and 
surfer Nick Leason. Having sold their 
first board in 2018 after five years of 
research and development, Lift Foils’ 
eFoil technology has been gaining 
popularity over the years, sparking 
the company to open affiliate loca- 
tions, such as the new Hamptons Lift 
Foils in Sag Harbor. 

We met Jeremy Stauffer of Hamp- 
tons Lift Foils at Noyac Bay for a test 
run on the Lift3, the third generation 
of the eFoil technology. He showed off 
the carbon fiber board, the lithium- 
ion battery hidden inside, the hydro- 
dynamic shroud and aluminum pro- 
peller. The board is rather light and 
comes in four lengths from 4’ 2” to 5 
g” though the removable battery in- 
side adds about 30 lbs if transported 
together. Taylor was then handed the 
Bluetooth hand controller, similar to 
the one he uses with his electric skate- 
board, except this one is waterproof, 
buoyant and has a strap to lower the 
chance of falling off. 

Having picked up surfing relatively 
quickly, Taylor seemed confident he'd 
pick up eFoiling just as easily. While 
not entirely untrue, his watersport 
skills could only take him so far when 
his board lifted from the water and 
into the air. : 

“The first part is easy, where you're 
just kind of coasting on the water and 
it’s very familiar for those who surf or 
paddleboard, that feeling of bouncing 
on the water,” Taylor says. “Then when 
you build up speed and lift that front 
foot up ever so slightly, that’s when 
you start to fly, and that’s when it’s a 
whole different ballgame that you’ve

never experienced before. It’s very 
Jetsons future-feeling where youre 
just flying and are like; “This is now a 
hoverboard.” 

Splashing into the bay several 
times during his first-ever half-hour 
of eFoiling, Taylor can attest that the 
fundamentals, of skateboarding and 
surfing, such as weight distribution 
and foot placement, do carry over into 
eFoiling, but the learning curve is still 


there, which makes the demos and les- 


sons that Hamptons Lift Foils offer all 
the more helpful to those who’ prefer 
to get good at the sport before invest- 
ing in their own Lift eFoil. 

“Surfing helps. Skateboarding helps 
... but the minute youre in the air, 
it’s completely different. You're like, 
‘T have never felt this before,” Taylor 
shares. “It’s definitely a whole different 
beast, where if you have surfing expe- 
rience it’s fun and a little bit easier, but 
youre still learning a new sport.” 

As he began to understand the dif- 
ferences and similarities to surfing, 
Taylor explains that he was able to 
control his direction by turning his 


head in the direction he wanted to 
go, adjust height above the water by 
shifting his weight between his feet 
and come to a stop by letting go of the 
accelerator and allowing water resis- 
tance to do its thing. 

“It definitely felt like I was in con- 
trol,” he says. “It was super fun, very 
safe and very much so a full-body 
workout.” 

When he did nosedive into the wa- 
ter, letting go of the accelerator on 
reflex, the board would stop behind 
him allowing him to swim back to it 
easily. Accidentally losing his grip on 
the controller once, he was pleased to 
discover it floating nearby, but he does 


advise prospective buyers to look into- 


neon cases to help the black device 
stand out a little more. 

The design of the Lift eFoil allows 
it to maintain speed without the act 
of foiling up and down above the wa- 
ter. Its top speed of 30-35 mph may 
sound like a leisurely drive for a land 
vehicle, but for this personal water- 


craft, touted as the world’s smallest, — 


it’s likely to boost one’s adrenaline.

“I didn’t realize how I gentle I was 
being with the speed until he (Jeremy 
Stauffer) was saying, ‘Put more speed 
on it.’ I was like,.“There’s more? How 
fast am I going right now — 15 or 12 
(mph)?” Taylor says. “The speed that 
you saw me going was less than half of 
what it can go. That’s insane, because 
that already felt pretty fast.” 

With a battery that lasts about 100 


minutes, Taylor’s demo Lift3 was like- - 


ly nearing the end of its charge, but he 
reports no slowdown or jerking, which 
personal electric vehicles are prone to 
when they reach a low battery charge. 
Stauffer added that when it’s near- 
ing the end of its charge, it will emit 
a sound to alert its rider to head back 
idland. 

The Lift eFoil model Taylor tested, 
the Lift3 with full range battery, retails 
for about $13,000, while the heavier 
Lift3 F model with light battery goes 
for about $10,000. These watercrafts 
are designed for flat bay waters, with 
ocean beaches and choppier waters 
requiring a traditional non-motored 
Surf Foil. 

While Taylor will have to resist the 
urge to drop a couple thousand on a 
Lift eFoil for now, he does plan to take 
advantage of Hamptons Lift Foils’ in- 
dividual and group sessions and rent- 
als.

Gruss and Benton received enthusi- 


astic help from a group of Southamp- 
ton High School students, including 
members of the track team and their 
captain Evan Simioni, along with 
their legendary track coach Eddie Ar- 
nold, all of whom assisted shops with 
setting up the HOPE balloons. 

“The balloons are both uplifting 
and serious, because they get people 
talking about a major public health is- 
sue across the globe,” Gruss said at the 
launch. “Our Southampton commu- 
nity is sparking life-saving conversa- 
tions about depression that bring the 
illness out of the shadows.” 

Gruss founded HDRF in April 2006

A small part of everything HDRF 
does, the Week of Hope took shape 
in 2018 following the suicides of An- 
thony Bourdain, Kate Spade and Sag 
Harbor resident and publicist Jeanine 
Pepler. It was launched to remind the 
community that the suicide rate was 
rising in the United States (at that 
time), and that depression is a nation- 
al health epidemic. 

During the pandemic, reports of 
depression and anxiety rose among 
Americans, though the suicide rate 
was 3% lower from 2019 to 2020, 
despite predictions to the contrary, 
according to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

The American Foundation for Sui- 
cide Prevention still lists suicide as 
the 12th leading cause of death in the 
U.S., and it counted 45,979 deaths by 
suicide in the year 2020 alone (with 
1.2 million attempts) — and, at an 
average of 130 suicides per day, that 
number is far too many by anyone’s 
estimation. 

This year marks a return for the 
Week of Hope and its 5K race, which 
had been on hiatus since the pandem- 
ic began in 2020. 

Following the Week of Hope aware- 
ness initiative — from July 27 to this 
Saturday, August 6 — the Race of 
Hope 5K to Defeat Depression takes 
runners on the popular 5K route 
around Lake Agawam starting at 
8:30 a.m. on Sunday. Celebrity Grand 
Marshal Candace Bushnell, author of 
Sex and the City and Lipstick Jungle, 


among other books, will join her (non- © 


celebrity) Co-Grand Marshals, Gruss 
and HDRF Board member and East 
Hampton resident Arthur Dunnam, 
as they lead participants on the run. 
The race attracts more than 500 
participants from the tri-state area 


and beyond who run to raise mental 


health awareness and fund depres- 
sion research. All proceeds from the 
race will benefit groundbreaking re- 
search into the root causes of depres- 
sion in the brain, and new and better 
treatments.

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Stone Search CEO Michael Stone: 


The Human Se

ichael Stone started his IT staffing business, 

Stone Search, after the nation and the economy 
took a hit on September 11, 2001. He never turned 
back, placing professionals at businesses from start- 
ups to Fortune 500 companies and seeing demand 
surge as technology transforms society. 

“After September 11, technology crashed, but I 
knew it would come back,” he said. “I pushed for- 
ward.” 

Since then, Stone, who has a house in Bridgehamp- 
ton and works out of Long Island’s East End and of- 
fices in the West Side of Manhattan, has seen tech 
take off. Amid the pandemic, companies have moved 
data to the cloud and shifted to remote work, tapping 
technology along the way. 

“Companies are finding they have so much data, 
they're safer and more secure by having their in- 
formation on the cloud so they don’t have to host it 
themselves,” Stone said. “There is a shortage of avail- 
able people. Companies need technology through the 
pandemic even more, so people can work from their 
homes.” 

Stone is a veteran in tech staffing and placement to- 
day, but he says his career started when he answered 
an ad in The New York Times. “Tired of eating pea- 
nut butter and jelly? Still living with roommates or, 
worse, at home?” the ad asked. “Executive search 
boutique looking for recruiter. Unlimited earning po- 
tential.” He got the job and found a career focusing on 
tech recruiting. 

“A woman who owns a small executive search firm 
was staffing for network engineers,” he said. “I worked 
for her for six years and started my own business.” 

He remembers when recruiters labored over large 
books filled with names, making cold calls and even- 
tually, with a little luck, connecting. The times have 
changed, and so has tech recruiting. 

“We used to get corporate directories and call peo- 
ple randomly and leave endless messages. Now you 
can ping people by email. We have all sorts of tools 
to reach people by text, phone and email,” he said. 
“We're able to see who people are connected to. It re- 
ally has helped. It’s made it more interesting.” 

Technology, he said, has changed recruiting, mak- 
ing it more effective and opening digital doors to 
people hitherto and historically inaccessible. 

“Technology has helped the search business reach 
people who were historically so hard to reach,” he 
said. “We use LinkedIn, Indeed and we have our own 
applicant tracking system of candidates and resumes 
we've collected over the last 27 years. And we’ve been 
able to build a network of referrals.” 

Stone believes the pandemic proved the impor- 
tance of technology and increased reliance on it. “It 
proved that the show goes on technically more than 
ever. And technology is absolutely critical,” Stone 
added. “And companies are having a hard time. No- 
one’s losing their job in technology.” 

He said technology opened up opportunities to

people who work remotely, widening the prospect 
pool from a pond to more of an ocean. 

“Companies are opening up and being more flex- 
ible with people working from home,” he said. “Com- 
panies are saving money, because they don’t have to 
pay people as much.” 

He mentioned matching a company with a pro- 
fessional who lives far from its headquarters, a deal 
breaker in the past that wasn’t even a factor today. 

“We hired someone in Idaho to run data security 
for a New York City company. It was win-win for both. 
The company is saving money. They don’t have to pay 
that person a New York salary,” he said. “Companies 
pay standard of living salaries applicable to where 
these people live.” 

Stone’s company advertises on job boards, uses its 


data base and gets referrals as well as working with 

other agencies, finding and vetting candidates. 
“They go through rigorous technical interviews. 

Our clients give us job descriptions and questions 


‘they need certain answers to,” Stone said. “We qual- 


ify candidates based on those metrics. We conduct 
face-to-face and Zoom interviews.” 
He said people who worked at large enterprises of- 


- ten are more used to the structure of big businesses, 


while those from smaller businesses may fit better at 
startups. More men than women work in tech, but he 
said more women are pursuing tech careers. 

“I would say the tech industry is about 75 percent 
male and 25 percent female,” Stone added. “It is 
changing. We’re seeing more and more women in 
technology.”

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Chris Coffee of Sage and Madison: 
Bringing Old World Charm and 


New World Chic to Sag Harbor — . 


Village

| nas the world of Sage and Madi- 
son in Sag Harbor Village and 
expect to be charmed. It won't take 
long. : 

The historic barn-turned-year- 
round-gift shop is brimming with 
treats and finds of all kinds: every- 
thing from local teas and honey, 
French teas (Mariage Fréres), im- 
ported chocolates, French glass, Scot- 
tish cashmere, vintage jewelry, local 
art to high end table tops, curated gift 
baskets, china and an endless 
array of unique gift items 
that spell charm with a 
capital C. 

Theres even an 
old-world coffee win- 
dow that pops open 
from the barn out to 
Sage Street — the menu 
tacked onto the old wooden 
door — so that locals and visi- 
tors who crave a great cup 0’ Joe or 
a fresh local scone can walk right up 
to the window and order, then take it 
to go, or take a respite in the patio or 
garden area. 

A walk past Sage and Madison of- 
ten becomes an excuse for a Selfie. 
You know, for the charm of it. 

“People stop by every day and take 
pictures of themselves in front of the 
barn for Instagram and social media 
and it kind of has become a little spot 
like, ‘Oh, did you check out the little 
. barn?’” says owner and entrepreneur 
Chris Coffee, who bought the prop- 
erty — which includes the barn and 
the main historic house built in 1797 
on the corner of Sage and Madison 
Streets (hence the name) — in Octo- 
ber of 2020, “right before the pan- 
demic.” 


Details like the barn’s coffee win-_ 


dow are all part of what owner and 
entrepreneur Chris Coffee calls “an 
interactive property” that features 
“a beautiful tea garden and a shop 
that basically supports local purvey- 
ors and artisans and also European

goods.” : 

“Who wouldn't want tea and choco- 
late and cashmere and things (like 
that) during tough times,” says Cof- 
fee. “We actually did very well (dur- 
ing the pandemic) and we've been 
growing every year as more people 
find out more about the little gem 
barn around the corner. I think that 
it’s starting to become a destination.” 

On Saturday mornings there is a 
small yoga class in the garden. An 
interactive “doggy bakery” outside 
the barn is a nice touch for people 

who stop by with pets “so they 
% can have a little biscuit and 
give the dog some water.” 

And if you have kids, 
they'll love the local 
ice cream sandwiches 
and different flavored 
Ivy Pops and chocolate- 
covered Oreos offered at 
the barn — part of Coffee’s 
vision to “make this property 
not only meaningful, but also a fun 
experience.” 

“It’s a special place where you can 
sit and talk to a friend; it’s not over- 
run, it’s not overcrowded, that’s what 
nice about it,” says Coffee, who hails 
from the Midwest and who lived in 
Chelsea: for many years before mak- 
ing Sag Harbor more of his perma- 
nent home, a year and a half before 
the pandemic. 

Coffee is mindful as both caretaker 
of the property and curator of the 
business. 

“My intention was to make it a spe- 
cial place where people could really 
enjoy this historical property from 
1797 and really see the beauty of the 
old Sag Harbor,” he says. “A lot of 
what I’m doing is to try to keep hold 
of the past and the history but mov- 
ing forward in a way that’s not erasing 
the past ... with all this new develop- 
ment of stores and shopping centers 
and this and that, I’m really trying to 


hold onto, ‘We can have a store, but it — 


can also be kind of curated and done 
where it makes sense for the village.” 


CHRIS COFFEE AT SAGE AND MADISON IN SAG HARBOR 


For Coffee, that means carrying a 
lot of “heritage brands” that people 
relate to from their childhood, quality 
items like Johnston’s of Elgin Scottish 
cashmere or Louis Sherry chocolates 
“with the old tins that remind people 
of grandma’s sewing kit, so it’s nostal- 
gic, it’s special,” says Coffee. 

A former professional ballet dancer 
who performed with the New York 
City Ballet, Coffee’s eclectic, creative 
background includes working in fash- 
ion, producing Heatherette’s New 
York Fashion Week shows. 

“T opened Lincoln Center New York 
Fashion Week.,” says Coffee. “Ellen 
DeGeneres closed that show, that was 
a big deal — Ellen had never worked a 
runway before,” he says with a laugh. 

He also opened Gotham Beauty 
Lounge overlooking Bryant Park and 
created his own cosmetic line Coffee- 
face. 

Coffee always felt the property at 
Sage and Madison was special. 

“I lived on the street (Madison 
Street) and I kept walking by the 


‘property and being a creative, I’ve 


always looked at opportunities to be 
creative and I always admired and 
liked the store Bloom and this prop- 
erty was never being used and not be- 
ing used as something that’s open to 
the public and that people can enjoy,” 


recalls Coffee. 

The main house on the corner, with 
its welcoming details and updated 
rooms and guest suites just a few feet 
across from the barn, is available for 
rent and boasts a boatload of charm 
and history. 

“Herd Hatfield, the original star 
of The Picture of Dorian Gray, the 
Oscar Wilde film, lived in the house 
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for 30 years,” explains Coffee. “After. 


that, the famous artists Eric Ernst 
and April Gornik owned the house for 
a short period, where they had it as 
ani artist in residence and I purchased 
the property from them,” he says. 

That was two years ago. 

“Thad a weird, gut feeling — I knew 
I needed to jump on it very quickly 
and purchase it, so that’s what I did,” 
recalls Coffee. 

Much like the barn-gift store and 
peaceful garden area, the rooms in 
the main house are all well curated. 

“Basically the theme is the same as 
Sage and Madison; I use a lot of greens 
and garden colors to make people feel 
happy and calm,” says Coffee. 

“It’s a serene atmosphere, I kept a 
lot of the original details from 1797 


— 200-plus-year-old floors, the bath- 


rooms are all renovated and new but 
still keeping with the historica] nature 
of the house,” says Coffee who “kind 
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of mixed 1797 with today’s world of 
expectation (Schiffman mattresses, 
Ralph Lauren and Sferra linens, Nes- 
presso makers, an iron, a mini fridge 
and “a curated local mini bar with 
local products like Tate’s cookies and 
North Fork potato chips — all things 
that are kind of local and special to 
the area,” adds Coffee. 

‘Another popular offering are Sage 
and Madison’s curated gift baskets, 

ranging in price from $75 to $2,000, 
whether it be a tea basket with local 
honey and a local tea set, to “a dog- 
gie basket for a friend that loves ani- 
mals with leashes and dog treats” to 
a “high end birthday gift basket that 
has a unique piece of jewelry.” Coffee 
says they also “do really great baskets 
_ for realtors when summer renters are 
coming to the house with all beauti- 
ful, local Long Island and Sag Harbor 
goods in the basket “so when they 
arrive, they'll feel like they are some- 
where special.” 

Speaking of special, big things 
are happening at the little barn this 
summer, including associations with 
brands and corporations from Louis 
_ Vuitton, to Cameron Silver and most 
recently with actress Julianne Moore, 
who is hosting, along with Silver, an

As for Sag Harbor, he seems hooked 
on the place.

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The Artful Alex Rosenberg Remembered

A lex Rosenberg, an art historian who 
ived in the Hamptons and Manhat- 


tan, died on July 22. He was 103. 


Rosenberg lived through a large por- 
tion of the booming art market and 
worked as an art appraiser and expert 
till the day he died. His last public ap- 
pearance was three weeks ago at an art 
fair in Southampton. He was the hit of 
the show. And it was a hot day. He didn’t 
pave to come. He wanted to. 

_ Last year while sitting on his back 


“porch in Water Mill the phone never 


_ stopped ringing. His adoring wife Car- 


ole was always close by. One inquiry af- 
_ter another from colleagues.

“Living to 100 was totally out of con- 
“sideration” he said when he turned that 


milestone. “On my goth I spoke mainly 


of sestendey on mostly of act At 100 


there is almost no tomorrow.” He was 
charmingly off by three years. 

“My mother and father died young 
but gave me the genes that allow me to 
be here today,” he added at 100. 

Alex was a devout Jew. 

“While over the centuries there have 
been many attempts to eradicate the 
Jewish people, the principles of Judaism 
remain. Otherwise how would we have 
gone from being a Semitic people to 
principally being of Slavic background?” 
he wondered. 

“When I was 10 years old the vener- 
able Plaza Hotel was only 10 years old,” 
he confessed. “Movies had no voice but 
the piano player in the theater accom- 
panied the film. Life was much simpler 
then, but I’m not certain it was better.” 

He is survived by his second wife, 
Carole Clemente Halsband Rosenberg. 
They married in 1977. She became his 
partner in the Alex Rosenberg Gallery 
on West 57th Street. 

“The art world lost their senior ap- 
praiser,” she said just after his passing. 
“What a life he had,” she added. “We 


were perfect together and you don’t see 
that around too much anymore. We 
brought out the best in each other.” 


Alex is also survived by two sons. 


from his first marriage, Andrew 
Rosenberg and Lawrence Rosenberg, 
two grandchildren, Kyle Rosenberg 
and Katy Rosenberg Winn, and three 
great-grandchildren, Brantly, Jaxon, 
and Piper Winn. He is also survived by 
two stepchildren, Michael and Kenneth 
Halsband, and step-grandchildren, Ja- 
cob and Isaac Halsband. 

The art world’s “senior appraiser” was 


born on May 25, 1919 in Brooklyn. He 


attended Albright College in Pennsylva- 
nia before transferring to the Philadel- 
phia College of Textiles & Science. Later 
he received honorary degrees from Hof- 
stra University and a prominent Cuban 
university. 

He married Dorothy Hardy in 1941. 
That marriage ended in divorce. He en- 
listed in the U.S. Army Air Corps and 
served as a pilot in World War II, rising 
to second lieutenant. But it was a port- 
folio of Salvador Dali work that moved

this businessman into the art world in 
1968. He never looked back. 

He was appalled and even chagrined 
by what had happened in his years in the 
business. 

“We are shocked when we hear how 
much people are paying to acquire art. 
What had originally been a cultural tool 
is now an economic tool,” he told me as 
we chatted last year. 

He laughed easily at the antics of Dali, 
the modern business practices of art gal- 
leries, auction houses, and spoke at length 
about the pleasure his work brought him. 
And about his years as a political activ- 
ist. Then the phone rang again. Even on a 
Sunday, there was no rest for the art expert 
everyone wanted a word with.

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Elizabeth Shafiroff: 
International Animal Rights Champion

Ws it’s not uncommon for a person to hear a 

calling in their early 20s, some, like Elizabeth 
Shafiroff, heard her calling to a cause. After 15 years 
of leading the next generation of animal advocates, 
Shafiroff, and her more recently formed organiza- 
tion Global Strays, has impacted millions of ani- 
mals in several countries, across three continents. 
She has no plans to stop there. 

Shafiroff was born and raised in Manhattan. 
The New York City native developed a passion for 
animal welfare during her later years of academia, 

while attending Baruch College. After graduation, 
she turned an interest into action, and began to 
formulate the unique approach that today helps 
educate communities on the proper treatment of 
four-legged friends. 

Throughout her career in advocacy and philan- 
thropy, Shafiroff has fostered new educational pro- 
grams in various countries. She has traveled across 
Central and South America, to the Caribbean, and 
has recently launched a program in Liberia, Africa. 
Her nonprofit now employs about a dozen people 
across the various underserved nations where their 
presence is felt, but Global Strays remains headquar- 
tered on the East End, right here in Southampton. 

Global Strays has now created their own edu- 
cational curriculum, which they are teaching all 
across the world. Embracing the “Five Freedoms of 
Animal Welfare,” it holds a series of five workshops 
for youth in different countries. The youth take part 
in activities to learn about how to take better care of 
pets, the environment, and other people — an initia- 
tive which Shafiroff calls “Humane Education.” 

Daughter of prolific philanthropists Jean and 
Marty Shafiroff, Elizabeth says her transition to 
advocacy and philanthropy was rather natural and 
organic. While for the Shafiroffs, animal welfare 
advocacy is certainly a family affair, Elizabeth sees 
her actions as uniquely her own. She has garnered 
support from many across the industry who share 
her passion for animals, with notable advisors and 
supporters sitting on the Global Strays advisory 
council, like Georgina Bloomberg. 

“At a young age, I felt compelled to take action, 
and I think that there is a difference between being 
interested and seeing something, or doing some- 
thing about it,” Elizabeth says. “I felt a strong desire 
to do something about the different problems that 
animals face across the globe. 

“Even if it wasn’t a big thing,” she continues. “This 
was a small thing, at first. To me, it was a necessity 
to living. I don’t feel whole as a person unless I am 
doing something to help others.” 

A testament, one could say, to how many little 
things can turn into a big, multinational effort — as 
well as a testament to her character and commit- 
ment.

Founded with the mission of reducing the suffer- 
ing of animals, Global Strays facilitates assistance 
for animal shelters abroad, and their surrounding 
communities who lack access to services for their 
pets, including veterinary care and spay-and-neuter 
services for those who would otherwise be unable to 
afford it. It now plans to do so in the United States in 
the near future. The organization is known as a cru- 
sader against the mistreatment of animals, while it 
is also an arm that inspires others to join with the 
cause. 

Elizabeth’s leadership, she recalls, has helped 
many across the East End and throughout her uni- 
verse of friends and associates to become involved 
with this admirable mission. And, with the passion 
in which Elizabeth speaks about the issue, no one is 
surprised. 

“Some people have not been exposed to animals 
always, or their needs in this country or across the 
world,” she says. “Once someone gets to know the 
bond that humans and animals share, they can be- 
come an animal lover very easily. I am really inter- 
ested in all different types of animals, and introduc- 
ing the love of animals to others. 

“For the first 22 years of my life, I didn’t have so 
much as a dog or a cat,” she adds. 

That is, until she adopted Rusty, a Shiba-Inu, who 
she saved from a kill shelter. Now, she and her fam- 
ily have several pets, at one time, including pit bulls 
that were rescued from the crates of the New York 
City Animal Care & Control Centers. They were 
days, if not hours, away from being put down. 

Just last week, she adopted a pit bull puppy from 
Southampton Animal Shelter. 

While a New York City native, Elizabeth first came 


out to the Hamptons at age 11. She has brought her 
message to the East End which has been kindly re- 
ceived by many who share her passion out here. She 
helps rally support and critical funds for her non- 
profit with events and galas, and has one slated for 
Friday, August 26, held at NAIA Hamptons at The 
Capri Hotel. 

“We are having our fourth annual benefit this year 
on the East End,” she said. “We fundraise out here 
to introduce people to the concept of global animal 
welfare. It’s a topic that not everyone thinks about at 


_ first, but a need nonetheless, to support the welfare 


of animals, wherever the animal in need may be.” 

“Whether an animal is in need on the East End, or 
in another country, I feel passionately that animal 
welfare is a global issue,” she continues. “Whether 
it’s in your own backyard or somewhere else. There 
are so many great animal lovers out here on the East 
End and in the Hamptons, and we are very excited 
to share our work with many who live out here and 
might want to get involved.” 

During her time spent on the East End, Elizabeth 
has an affinity for Sag Harbor. She spends time 
there because she loves the environment, the quaint 
village, and its welcoming characteristics. 

“There is something about Sag Harbor that I just 
find so beautiful, but the same can.be said about all 
of the East End,” she says. “I feel like this town is 
my favorite place on the East End. There is such a 
charm to it, with so many good restaurants. I also 
love Bistro Ete in Watermill, who even serves a ‘paw 
course, where they create an elaborate feast for 
your animal. 

“The East End is is such an amazing place to ex- 
plore, there are great people to meet, and growing 


_ up spending time here I have seen its evolution, but 


it still has retained that charm,” she continues. 

When asked about her message to aspiring ad- 
vocates, on the East End and across the world, the 
accomplished and renowned animal welfare cham- 
pion says: 

“If you are passionate about something, and it 
fulfills you — whether it is helping another person 
or an animal — do it,” she says. “There are so many 
ways that someone can help. Personally, taking ac- 
tion has been the most fulfilling thing in my life 
— doing something where you really feel you are 
benefiting others. 

“Your opportunity is now,” she continues. “We 
only have one opportunity to make a difference to- 
day, so start a cause, become involved with an orga- 
nization, and become involved in any way you can. 
Go for it!”
